The number of 
scholarships given depends upon 
the amount of money available.

“The Hartnell students are gen- 
erally a pretty healthy lot,” con- 
fided Hartnell athletic director Ed 
Adams in an interview yesterday. 
This statement is the result of the 
physical examinations conducted by 
Dr. George Hinn and held nearly 
every morning since the start of 
registration. 

A Hartnell College ruling re 
quires that every student have a 
physical examination at least once 
every two years. These are given to 
all freshmen, all new students, aud 
all students reentering school after 
any absence of a year or more. The 
purpose of the examinations is not 
only to determine the general 
health of all the students but also 
to. prevent any physically handi- 
capped persons from participating 
in sports dangerous to them.

In addition, 
earnings in the early years have 
been increased starting at six 
months, with optional extension 
beyond maturity providing a con- 
tinuous 3 per cent investment yield 
up to ten years or more.
